building and construction tradesmen was branded 
irresponsible by B.C. Federation of Labor president 


E. T. Staley today. 


Notice to lock members of. 


seven building trade unions 
out of $200 million worth of 
construetion projects after 
3:30: p.m. ‘Monday has been 
given by the Construction 
Labor Relations Association, 
representing about 600 -con- 
tractors across. the, province. 

CLRA ‘said its unprecedent 
move is spurred by exhorbi- 
tant union wage demands and 
charged that the construction 
unions are “not prepared ‘to 
bargain seriously.” 

A spokesman for CLRA 
said contractors are ‘‘fed up 
to the teeth’ with wildcat 
strikes, . work . interruptions 
and the ‘“‘whipsawing of one 
segment of ‘the — industry 
against another” and are 


“determined to bring order to 
chaos.”" 

Staley ‘said he is upset | at 
the move, and other labor 
leaders said they are sur- 
prised, although the B.C. and 
Yukon Building Trades Coun- 
cil had been briefed Monday 
on what contractors planned 
to do. 

“Tn my opinion this is a bit 
irresponsible,” Staley said. ‘I 
don’t think they can settle a 
dispute by spreading it to the 
entire indystry.” 

He said only the-Teamsters 
Union, out of the. seven 
named, Aave a_ legitimate 
dispute with employers. These 
are the drivers of cement 
trucks involved with Ocean 
Cement and Lafarge on the 
lower mainland. 


‘Not in Legal Position’ 


“They may be able to lock 
these people out legally. Are 
they going to lock out the 
carpenters, the plumbers, the 
electricians? They are not in 
a legal position to do this,”” 
Staley said. 

He said there are contracts 
in effect with the unions, 
although negotiations for new 
agreements are in progress, 
with at least two near settle- 
ment. 

An Amalgamated Construc- 
Association spokesman 
said the machinists, iron 
workers and boilermakers 
also are nearing settlement. 

A lockout could seriously 
disrupt these negotiations, 


Staley said, perhaps placing 
agreements in jeopardy. 

“Last year everyone 
thought this was going to be 
the year of the big explosion 
in the constructidn trades, in 
the pulp mills, in the TWA,” 
Staley said. 

He said ynionists had gone 
into negotiations this year 
with a great sense of respon- 
sibility to their unions and to 
the people of B.C. to try to 
forestall a massive confronta- 
tion 

“For the contractors to 
take this move now at this 
stage is completely irrespon- 
sible. It is amazing to me 
that the contractors could 
také this step and throw it all 
out the window.” 


Employers ‘Regret Need’ 


The seven unions named by 
CLRA are the teamsters, 
laborers; tunnel ard rock 
workers, bricklayers and 
helpers, heat and frost insula- 
tors, operating engineers and 
cement masons. 

Charles J. Connaghan, 
president of CLRA said Wed- 
nesday_ the organization 
“deeply regrets having to 
take lockout action, but it has 
been clear that some unions 
are not prepared to bargain 
seriously.”” He said contract 
demands are unrealistic and 
that ultimately, it is the 
public which must pay. 

Another CLRA source said 
the lockout notice is serious. 
“They intend to do it. It is no 
frivolous action and it sure as 
hell isn’t a bluff.”

Staley said if the notice is 
just a threat to the construc- 
tion trades, and if the in- 
dustry does not carry out its’ 
intention, “this is .irrespon- 
sible too." 

CLRA said the situation had 
been. “building up for some 
time.” 

If 60 per cent of the 
construction industry was 
going to shut down within a 
few days in any event, by the 
teamsters-concrete industry 
standoff, and a_ strike of 
laborers also seemed in- 
evitable and would effectively 
put an end to other construc- 
tion, contractors felt the time 
to serve lockout notice was 
ripe.

new. Canadian Arctic legislation saying: ‘The U.S. 
does not recognize any exercise of a coastal ‘gtate's 
§urisdiction over our vessels on the high seas.” 


State department spokesman Robert McCloskey 
added that the United. States “does not recognize the 
right of any state unilaterally to establish a territorial 
sea of more than three“miles or exercise more limited 
jurisdiction in any area beyond 12 miles. 


“Therefore,” he added, ‘we 
regret the introduction of this 
legislation by the Canadian 
government which .. . consti- 
tutes a unilateral approach to 
a problem we believe should 
be resolved by co-operative 
international action.’

FREE- SWINGING CONSUMERS’ SESSION 


Deceptions: Take Your Pick

New legislation ‘covering 
food packaging and labelling 
is in the works at Ottawa, but 
no amount-of law-making can 
equal the - shopper's ‘Golden 
Rule: “Don't hand over your 
dollar until you get what you 
want.” 

That was the message that 
strengthened the morale of 
some 250 women and a 
scattering of men—three 
times -the number that had 
been expected—when the 
Greater Victoria School 
Board's adult education divi- 
sion. joined with the Victoria 


branch of the Consumers’ 
Association of Canada’ last 
night in .a_ free-swinging 
attack on the high cost of 
groceries. 


The reassurance came from 
Lois Smith, British Columbia 
consultant for the Department 
of Corporate and Consumer 
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Attairs, "whose life, she con- 
fessed, is tuned to a con- 
tinuous ‘bleat of protest from 
consumers demanding fair 
play in the market place. 


Packed- House 


The slight, stylish trouble- 
shooter for Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs Minister 


Ron Basford told a packed 
audience at the Institute of 
Adult Studies: “You needn't 
feel defeated. There is a way 
of ‘getting satisfaction by 
individual action. But there’s 
no law that will protect us 
from our own gullibility. 

Her words were echoed by 
E. L. Devlin, British Colum- 
bia regional director. of .the 
Food and Drug Directorate. 

Said he: “There’s a great 
deal of protection on. the 
books—standards- must be

Some observers in Ottawa 
were keeping. a’ long-range 
eye focused on the U.S. super- 
tanker Manhattan, now on its 
second voyage into the Cana- 
dian “Arctic to test ice condi- 
tions, there. It’s being sug- 
gested that the Manhattan 
could conceivably turn around 
and head back to a U.S. port 
in. view of the Canadian 
initiative. 

If this: happened—it pre- 
sumably would be at the 
instigation of the U.S. govern- 
ment. Hf the vessel proceeds 
into the Arctic, it may.be a 
tipoff that Washington will 
continue trying to avoid a 
direct. clash with Canada on 
the sovereignty issue. 

Officials here insist that 
only one of the two bills given 
first reading Wednesday in- 
volves directly an assertion of 
Canadian sovereignty, though 
Canada. continues to maintain 
its claim to sovereignty over 
the entire Arctic region. 

The bill in question is an 
amendment to the Territorial 
Sea and Fishing Zones Act of 
1964, and extends Canadian 
territorial: waters to 12 miles 
from the. nearest coast. Until 
now, Canada has claimed a 
three-mile’ territorial sea, 
with an additional nine miles 
reserved for fishing purposes 
to Canadians. 


NOT. PRECEDENT 


The U.S. follows the same 
three-plus-nine principle. Fifty- 
seven other countries, how- 
ever, claim a territorial sea 
of 12 miles or more. 

One important effect of the 
change introduced-Wednesday 
would be formally to proclaim 
Canadian control over Barrow 
Strait, a key channel on the 
eastern side of the secreecatin 
Passage. 

Canada would grant Ratt 
vessels innocent passage 
through - the strait — as 
through all its territorial seas 


— but would reserve the right’ 


of inspection to see that any 
given voyage is, in fact, 
innocent. 

This means, in the context 
of the -government’s current 
maim preoccupation, the right 
to. see -that the vessel con- 
cerned is adequately equipped 


with _pollution-safety devices.

Blacks Condemning Smith ‘sass 


But Doing- It Nervously . 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia 
(WP) — Four hundred heads 
pivoted in a single motion as 
Edward Watunga, a candidate 
in Rhodesia's ‘‘other election” 
called Prime Minister Ian D. 
Smith “‘a mad man drunk 
with political power; who 
must be brought down.” 

The Africans who had 
erowded into the dimly lit 
Cyril Jennings Memorial Hall 
Tuesday night riveted . their 
nervous gazes on the -three 
white men standing at, the 
rear of the room. When the 
policemen made no move, 
they turned back to cheer 
Watuiiga as he promised to 
work for “equal opportunity. 
for -every man, black -or 
white,”’ 

Most of the attention .given 
to Friday's national elections 
here has centred on the 
strong bid- by Smith's Rho- 
desian Front Party to retain 
all of the 50 seats it has 
reserved for whites in 


+ parliament. 


More Sparks 
Than Expected 


But in “the . dusty ~ African 
townships around the modern, 
bustling centre of Salisbury 
and Rhodesia’s other urban 
areas, ‘the focus ‘is on the 34 
Africans who are fighting: for 
8 elective parliament seats 
that Smith’s regime has. set 
aside for black men. 

The campaign of men. like 
Watungu is producing more 
sparks than many Rho- 
desians, white and black, had 
expected, 

Watungu's attack on Smith 
was an exceptionally. strong 
one for Arica, where many 
countries equate personal 
criticism of a leader with 
treason. 

The white police, who came 
to take notes on Watunga’s 
speech, made in English so 
they could understand it, 
made no move against him. 

They could arrest him later, 
of course, under any of 
several laws at their disposal. 
But for the moment there is a 
remarkable amount of free- 
dom of speech for black and 
white candidates who dis- 
agree with the government's 
plans to introduce more 
segregation into -Rhodesian 
life. 


Equally-remarkable, in the 


view of some observers, is 
the response the — African 
candidates are beginning to 
get. Watungu. was lustily 
cheered as he condemned the 
Smith regime’s new constitu- 
tion as creating “a little 
heaven for white-men—and-a 
barren hell for Africans.” 


Watunga also drew ovations 
when he told the crowd that 
“Smith’s little heaven is 
temporary. We must fight for 
majority rule and fight until 
we die if need be,” 

The Smith government con- 
tends that the majority of 
Rhodesia’s 4.8 million Afri- 
cans are content to - be 
governed — by 
228,000 whites. Smith claims 
that most Africans support his 
government. 

African nationalists. outside 
Rhodesia and citizens here 
dispute this. But- many of 
them have  dispaired of 
creating political awareness 
among the African population, 
which has seen its leaders 
jailed, or forced into exile or 


co-operation with the Smith — 


government. 

"Tt is” things Jike this that 
make us think that the Smith 
government is moving the 
country . taward » apartheid,” 
says another African candi- 
date, Gordon Chavunduka, a 
lecturer in sociology at Salis- 
bury's multracial University 
College. 

“They. are insulting- and 
humiliating us,’’ he continued, 
pointing to,an indication by 
Smith that multiracial swim- 
ming pools are ‘to be abol- 


ished. “We never went to 
them anyway,” Chavunduka 
said, “I don’t ;even know 


where one is, But this takes 
away any choice, any free- 
dom.” 


His Heaven 
Is Temporary 


There are signs that this 
year’s campaign, much of 
which. has centered around 
race, has helped a little to 
unite the badly divided Afri- 
can community against 
Smith. 

The election ,itself marks a 
turning point for the two 
races. 

For the first time, thé 
government has _ forbidden 
Africans to vote for white 
candidates and vice versa. In

the past, voters in theory 
were divided into two multi- 
racial categories by education 
and income qualifications. 


In fact, almost all the small 
number of qualified African 
voters were segrated in one 
category. But race was not an 
officially recognized voting 
qualification, as it is now. 

Chavuduka, who received 
degrees from UCLA and 
Manchester’ University, is 
probably the most outspoken 
of the Arican candidates. 
“majority (African) rule will 
come here sooner or later. 
The Rhodesian front will end 
up in disaster, We should 
have one man one vote right 
now.” 

Chevunduka asserts that his 
National Peoples Union Party 
has 18,000 members. It has 
fielded six eandidates for the 
eight seats. ““‘The government 
is letting us speak out be- 
cause they do not consider us 


“a danger. If they thought we 


were becoming a danger, they 
would probably Jock us up. We 
can see jail in the future.” 

Watunga, a dapper 
accountant in his forties, is a 
member of the multiracial 
Centre Party, which is seek- 
ing all eight elective seats. 
The balance of the African 
candidates are mostly inde- 
pendents. 

“There are too many people 
standing who just want the 
salary,”” says Chavunduka. 
“Tt shows that we are still 
divided.”

Shrewd Distrust in the Igloos of Arctic Quebec 


cr THE discussions at Great Whale 
River are a fair reflection of In- 


dian-Eskimo opinion, Arctic Quebec looks 


with profound suspicion on the latest 
federal -provincial 


proposals for its 
future. The tran- 
script: available to 


me is unofficial and 
doubtless imperfect, 
given the difficulties 
of inter pretation 
from Eskimo and 
Cree. It is  un- 
necessary, however, 
to depend on the 
precise text of 
sentences since the same themes were 
sounded over and over again at meetings 
over, the three-day period Feb. 19-Feb. 
21. 3 

In the spring of 1969 Mr. Chretien 
reopened discussions with Quebec as to 
the means by which the provincial 
government would extend its services to 
the Ungava region. Various proposals 
weré agreed and sent out for comment 
to the various settlements. Elected 
Eskimo spokesmen were also brought 
south for. discussions.. According to a 
letter which was supposed to be the 
basis for-talks with the people at Great 
Whale, some immediate changes are also 
proposed. These would involve a single 
administrator, one set of services and 
one school in each community. 


Mr. Neville, a federal spokesman, and 
Mr. Robitaille, representing the Quebec 
government, were sent North “to talk 
with’ you about these matters and to 
listen to your views on how best to make 
these changes.” 

‘The Eskimos and Crees were more 
than willing to talk; they indicated a 
willingness in fact to go on for about 
three weeks. But they left absolutely no 
doubt that in their view the agenda was 
all wrong.

No Prior Consultation 


In the first place they protested — 
and the officials agreed — that the 
proposals had been drawn, up without 
prior _ consultation. _They also’ made

will provide services. here.”’ 
Mr. Robitaille: ‘‘The question of land 


in the North-for us whites is a_ difficult 
problem."” = 
Mr. Kumarluk: “We face difficult 


problems practically every day in this 
settlement...” 

Mr. Robitaille: “...It is difficult 
because. white people in the south see 
territories on maps called the province 
of Quebec.” 

Mr. Kumarluk: “I'm not here to 
subdivide the northern country. I’m 
merely saying that the Indian and 
Eskimo people in ‘the North who live in 
this land should have deeds to their 
lands ‘and after this is settled then decide 
what government should provide services 


here.”’ 
Mr. Robitaille objected that the 
Eskimos, unlike the Indians, had not 


written to Mr. Bertrand about the land. 
He was not able to say what answer the 
Indians would get. The Eskimos indi- 
cated that they were quite prepared to 
write letters to both ministers. 

A Cree~-band councillor, Noeh 
Sheshamush, cast additional light on the 
problem. 

Ignoring Ownership ee 

“When the white man wants to build 
a house, he just goes and builds withcut 
consulting anyone. By existing legal 
agreements, the—land belongs to the 
Indians and Eskimos, but the white man 
does what he wants on the land. If an 
Indian or Eskimo went down south and 
tried to pitch his tent or house on land 
belonging to the white man by legal title, 
he would have to get permission and pay 
for: it. This should also happen in this 
country with Indian and Eskimo land.” 

Despite the well-known opinion of * 
Rene Levesque that the Ungava_ people 
are not fit to decide their own future, 


many comments at the meeting-revealed 
remarkable political insight. 

Noah Sheshamush: “Mr. Robitaille 
and Mr. Neville stated that the two 
governments had proposed to work 
together. I would like to address a 
question ‘to these two gentlemen oi it. 
Don’t you two gentlemen_think that it the 
two governments work together that 
eventually one government will be doing 
all the administration? This is what T 
think will happen. I would like you to 
understand that at first it may seem the 
Quebec government takes a small 
responsibility for Indian. and Eskimo 
affairs but eventually it will be total. 
This is what I fear.” (No answer. is 
recorded.) 


Land Issue 


Paulose Naparktuk (Eskimo coun- 
cillor): “Both governments don’t seem 
to understand our position with regard to 
the land. If we continue to talk about 
other things, this will make it harder 
because their heads can only hold’ so 
much,” 

Josie Unarlik (Eskimo): ‘‘We get lots 


of stuff from the white man’s land...I , 


want to say -more. about the content of 
what is. written here. ‘The. ...Quebec 
government does not want to have the 
same as the rest of Canada although 
they want to be part of Canada just the 
same. Also a few Quebec people want to 
be separate from the-rest-ofCanada. 
Quebec wishes to have a special status, 
but in any question. of — separation 
Nouveau Quebec would not go with 
Quebec but go back to the rest of 
Canada.” 

David Masty (Cree): ‘In provincial 
elections the right to vote is not extended 
to the Indians and the Eskimos in 
northern, Quebec and therefore (they) 
are not recognized by the provincial 
government and because they are

deprived of this privilege they are not 
représented in the provincial govern- 
ment. This. is taxation without repre- 
sentation... 

“Tf the. provincial government does 
not recognize thé Indians and Eskimos in 
Northern Quebec, as citizens in their own 
land, how do they expect these_people to 
trust in what they are going to say?” 

Mr. Robitaille was able to show that 
Indians had been given the vote last 
year. He observed a prudent silence 
about the Eskimos. 

In 1965 there was a limited transfer of 
responsibilities for such “matters as 
electricity, water, sewage, fire protection 
and roads. Mr. .Masty was unimpressed 
by the results. Only two houses had been 
wired and neither the fire truck nor 
garbage collection was of much use since 
roads were not kept open. “I am merely 
pointing out that if the Quebec govern- 
ment cannot keep their promise about 
services such as these, then how can 
they expect the Indian people to trust 
them in anything else they say thay are 
going to do?"”” 

Silas Cookie (Eskimo chief coun- 
cillor): “The two governments will have 
a joint administration for only five 
years. When the five years is up, the 
Quebec government will no longer get 
any help from Ottawa. 

“The reason the Quebec government 
is so interested is because they want the 
land and the wealth contained in it. 


“If the Quebec government does not ~ 


get financial help from Ottawa, they will 
have nothing with .which to help the 
Eskimo in northern Quebec . . . 


Query Purpose 


“We have also heard that the Quebec 
people who came as administrators 
really came because the Ottawa people 
want them to be administrators, not 
because they come on their own. Is this 
true?” 

Josie Tookalook (Eskimo): ‘If the 
government_of Quebec takes_over_all-_the 
administration, we worry that people 
who can’t talk French won't get a job. I 
myself work for Quebec.’’ 

On the evidence of the transcript, 
three days of consultations failed to yield 
a single expression-of approval for the 
joint proposals. Mr.’ Chretien will doubt- 
less have heard from the two hard 
pressed officials that the meetings, from 
this standpoint, were an unmitigated 
disaster. 

On the other hand the minister must 
now have a very clear view of what the 
people do not want and of matters, not 
embraced in the proposals, which they 
regard as of first importance. He will be 
impressed also by the keen political 
perceptions of the Crees and Eskimos 
and by the enthusiasm and skill which 
they display in these’. exercises . in 
participatory democracy.

Ten years ago, South Africa’s white police 
massacred 69 Africans, including eight women and 
10: children, at Sharpeville. Another 180 Africans 
were wounded. 

A peaceful gathering of Africans had 
assembled that day in front of the Sharpeville 
police station to protest South Africa’s “pass laws” 
which in terms of a 1952 “Abolition of Passes. Act” 
(South African, like any other despotic system, 
attempts to put attractive wrappings on its sordid 
goods) required all African males to carry a pass 


book. 


About 3,000 Africans a day 
are fined or imprisoned for 
offences, against the ‘“‘pass’’ 
laws—offences such as not 
producing the pass book im- 
mediately on the demand of a 
police officer; living with 
one’s wife in an area res- 
tricted to the wife only; being 
employed in a job or area 
forbidden to Africans; or not 
having paid one’s taxes. Some 
1,000,000 Africans each year 
are made ‘‘criminals” under 


these ‘“‘pass’’ regulations, 
In 1960 the government 
introduced legislation to 


extend the pass book system 
to African women. This was 
the’ object of protest of the 
Africans who had gathered on 
March 21 in Sharpeville. 

No one knows to this day 
who among the police gave 
the order to fire on the crowd 
or why the firing started. No 
one among the police ever 
claimed that the police station 
was under attack, although

before emigrating to Canada. 

The government of South 


Africa has withdrawn his 
passport for anti-apartheid 
activities. 


the senior officer in charge 
justified the massacre. by 
saying that “the native men- 
tality does not allow them to 
gather for a peaceful demon- 
stration. For them to gather 
means violence.” 

Thus for. the crime of 
“gathering together’’ 705 
rounds from: revolvers and 
Sten guns were fired for - 40 
seconds into the crowd. Sig- 
nificantly, 30 shots entered 
the wounded or killed from 
the front of their bodies, and 
no less than 155 bullets 
entered from their backs. 

The grim statistics : should 
speak for themselves, South 
Africa is obviously not some 
minor “banana republie”’ dic- 
tatorship. It is a fearsomely 
efficient, savage and brutal 
system of government : in 


. which 3,500,000 whites -pursue 


the relentless exploitation :of 
17,500,000 “Africans, colored 
and Indians with an almost 
professional lack of mercy.

The endless.stream of bru- 
talities perpetuated on the 
nomwhites every day is 
fuelled by a heavy $5 billion 
investment program (average 
returng run between 17 and 25 
per cent) and import-export 
trade with the Western demo- 
cracies. (South Africa’s trade 
is highly concentrated. The 
United Kingdom, the United 
States and Japan provide 
markets for 50 per cent of 
South Africa's total exnorts — 
75 per cent if you include the 
federal republic of Germany, 
France, Belgium and Italy.) 

Canada’s contribution is 
much smaller — impofts and 
exports to the amount of $100 
thillion, But its investments in 
South Africa are not insignifi- 
cant, For instance, Premier 
Milling, Canada’s largest 
invéstment in South Africa, is 


also ‘that country’s biggest 
food concern. 
Perhaps as important as 


the amount of Cariada’s in- 
vestments in South Africa 


(which includes a contribution - 


from a Crown corporation — 
Polymer) is the attitude, 
assumed by these - investors 
toward. racialism. Thus Alcan 
Aluminum in South Africa 
recently offered a large 
number of its shares to the 
South_ African public. Accord- 
ing to a South African news- 
paper, some of these shares 
were reserved for its own 
employees.on the following 
basis; “Shares were available 
te all white employees and a 
significant number of Asian 
employees and some African 
employees.”". Even share- 
holding is racially restricted 
—and by a profit-motivated, 
free enterprise Canadian 
business to boot 
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Why do investors find South 
Africa so attractive? Part of 
the reason lies in the extraor- 
dinarily high rates of return. 


More important is the social - 


“tranquility” which Prime 
Minister Vorster claims he 
provides for foreign business 
enterprises. Essentially, this 
tranquility is the peace of the 
dead. It is based on a 
starvation wage system for 


African laborers (especially 
attractive to South African 
and foreign businessmen), 
and a Draconian system of. 
“law and order.”” Where else 
could investors find such a 
climate of control and order 
among laborers which offers 
the following “attractive” 
features? t- 

1, Absolute control 
worker’s movements. 


@ For instance, Africans 
are only allowed ‘to have their 
families living with them in 
white towns (87 per cent of 
the country is white, 13 per 
cent of the land has been set 
aside for the African major- 
ity) if they were born in the 
area, or if they lived there 
continuously for 15 years, or 
if they have worked contin- 
uously' in the same employ- 
ment for 10 years. 

2. A no-nonsense attitude to 
the workers. 


@ Africans may not 
strike. The penalty for con- 
travention is a fine of $1,500 


over 


and three year’s imprison- 
ment. 
@ White per capita 


income ranges from $2,050 to 
$2,190 per year, For blacks in 
urban areas per capita yearly 
income is $175 to $187; in 
rural areas it is $45 to $53. 


@ In the key -mining 
industries whites (62,000 
employees) in 1966 were 
earning $4,688 per year. Black 
workers (548,000 employees) 


received $261 per year. 


@ Nor is there any molly- 
coddling of non-whites in the 
field of education: 77*per cent 
of the total education budget 
is spent on. the white minor- 
ity; 9 per cent on the black 
majority ($187 per white child 
each year compared to $17.50 
on each black child). 


@ Monthly African family 
income in one of the larger 
urban areas (where wages 
are highest) was found to be 
‘on average $65 per month. 
This meant that the average 
African family was living well 
below the poverty line, which 
is estimated at $80 per month. 

3. A virtual ban on dissent 
which has made South Afri- 
ca one of the most violent 
countries in the world. 


@ Half the world's execu- 
tions. take place in South 
Africa. Some 100 persons are 
hanged each year, an average 
of one every three days 
{South Africa's total popula- 
tion is slightly less than 
Canada’s). < 


@ Criminal violence took 
the lives of 8,640 South 
Africans in 1966. 


@ Flogging is a popular 
method for maintaining order. 
In the last 15 years South 
African , judges and magis- 
trates have ordered the im- 
position of about ~ 1.000,000 
Strokes on about 200,000 con- 
victed persons. 

As long as other countries 
trade with South Africa and 
invest there they are clearly 
helping to maintain this 
system, It is little wonder 
that Prime Minister Trudeau 
admitted that, as regards 
Canada's policies on South 
Africa, “I’m not very proud 
of this policy. It’s not consis- 
tent. We should either stop 
trading or stop condemning.”

Despite shootings and mass 
imprisonment, despite ban- 


-‘ishment and bans, the non 


wh‘te peovles of South Africa 
will ‘continue to fight race 
rule, Resistance has: already

‘Good Old George— 
A Man for All Seasons 


One afternoon in January, 
1958, MP George Mcllraith 
(Lib—Ottawa West) was frus- 
trating the cocky crew of 
Diefenbaker ministers and 
members in the Commons 
with pernickety points of 
order. 

A noisy Maritimes Tory 
interjected confidently: ‘Wait 
until Charlotte gets him." 


Stanley Knowles then threw 
in a great line: ‘‘Wait until 
you get Charlotte.” 

Everyone then in politics 
knew that. an election was at 
hand. The minority Diefen- 
baker government was roll- 
ing. Its prospects were won- 
derful, prospects which 
matured in March with the 
greatest electoral triumph 
ever. But one who came back 
among the 49 Liberals was 
George -MclIlraith, by~ the 
majority of 1,425 over Char- 
lotte Whitton.

Tokyo —‘ Our aim is revolution — not just in Japan, 
but throughout the world, We have to destroy the old, 
corrupt society. and power structure before _we can build 
the new. 

The young man who spoke these words was sitting ‘in 
an_ all-night cafe in Shinjuku, the “bohemian” area of 
Tokyo..At adjacent tables, long-haired youths and their 
girls-held hands or~cuddied-up~to each other as they 


sipped their coffee or: tea. 


Koji — that is not his real name — is a student 
turned professional revolutionary in a land bursting with 
affluence. Koji ‘has already been in prison six. months, 
was released on bail and-is currently in hiding in Tokyo, 
having violated the condition set by the court, that he live 
with his parents in southern Japan. 

Koji. belongs to the so-called red army, the most 
extreme of Japan’s splintered student groups which 
recently hijacked a Japanese airliner. . 

He obviously believes in what he says; yet, hearing 
such words as “revolution,” ‘‘armed uprising,” and 
“power to the people,” and then looking around at the 
carefree young people occupying most of the cafe, the 
listener wonders whether Koji and they live in the same 
Japan. 

Koji refuses to discuss why he turned to Marxism 
and thence to student activism after enrolling at Doshisha 
University, a Protestant institution in Kyoto. 

“It's not important,”” he says. ‘What is important 
that I came to realize the basic relationship in society — 
one between the exploiters and the exploited. The 
exploited can change the situation only if he rises to 
unshackle his chains. There has to be an armed uprising, 
because the power structure will not allow itself to be 
toppled in any other way."

He readily admits that those who think, as he does 
are only.a tiny minority of Japan's student population. 
“But all of us have to find a reason for living,” he said. 
“A person has to make a choice—whether he wants to - 
enjoy girls, bowling, a car and a home, or become a 
fanatic like me. 

“Sometimes our most powerful incentive for fighting 
the police is not the ideal of-world revolution, but the 
thought that these ruffians are trying to crash through 
our barricades, to smash the beautiful society we have 
constructed inside."’ 

Koji first joined the League of Communists, popularly 
known as the Bund, which was formed a decade ago by 
student dissidents expelled from the Communist party for 
refusing to accept party discipline. 

~ He came to Tokyo last year to participate in what 


~ has come to be known as the Battle of Yasuda Hall — a 


three-day clash between riot policemen and extremist 
Studerits barricaded within the squat neo-gothic tower 
that for geherations has been the central symbol of Tokyo 
‘University. He was arrested and spent six months in jail. 
On being released from jail, he joined the Red Army, 
which “had just been set up.’by some of his former 
comfades in. the Bund. The Red Army’s purpose was a 


“train its adherents in the use of weapons. 


“Weapons move people,” Koji said. ‘With weapons, 
you can.force people to do your will. At the same time, it 
is people who use weapons. If we can master this 
relationship between weapons and people, we can become 
the vanguard of the revolution.” 

The Red Army is a, small group numbering f no more 
than 500 atthe most, the police estimate. But because’ of 
its open espousal of violence, the police keep closer watch 
on the Red Army than on any other extremist group. 

The Red Army’s immediate objective, Koji said, is an 
armed u in the fall: “We don’t expect it to 


succeed,” he said, “‘but it gives us an objective to fight 
for. The people must learn to take up arms and fight for 
their freedom. And they can learn only by doing.”

“As-a result of the Nigerian 
situation, our domestic ‘pro- 
gram is being burt,” he told-a 
news conference. 

“We've had young people 
dropping out of the: society 
and I've heard people say 
they were refusing to give 
blood because of the way 
Nigeria was handled. 

“Generally .speaking, otr 
hands were tied by govern- 
ments and politics, 

“That is why I am ‘talking 
on this, to set the matter 
straight. We have to get the 
message across that the Red 
Cross has done the job.” * 

Maj.-Gen. Wrinch said the 
International Red Cross has 
moved more than 132,000 tons 
of relief supplies into Nigeria, 
built five hospitals and 53 sick 
bays. and immunized more 
than 2,500,000 people against 
smallpox and 250,000 against 
tubergulosis. 

“The last word I have, 
about three weeks ago, is that 
5,000 tons of food is going into 
the Biafran region every 
week. While this does not 
meet the absolute needs, it is 

3 adequate for a reasonable 

Es feeding and above the sub- 
: sistence level.” 

Maj.Gen. Wrinch, who 
spent 11 days in Nigeria in 
January as part of a Cana- 
dian government fact-finding 
mission, was in Calgary for 
the annual meeting of the Red 
Cross Society’s Alberta-North- 
west Territories division. 

Jack Westbrook of Calgary 
was re-elected president of. 
the division, which last year 
collected 85,038 units of blood 
in its Calgary and Edmonton 
depots, 1,306 more than in 
1968. 

The meeting was told that: 
it cost $115,319 in 1969 to 
procure blood donors. 

A total of 109,336 persons 
participated in the division's 
water safety service program 
in 1969, an- increase of more

On First Space Ride, Haise 


By PAUL RECER ~ 
HOUSTON (AP) — Fred W. 
Haise Jr. has trained three 
years for space, but the idea of 
soon setting foot on the moon 

still boggles his mind a bit. 
‘“T’m not sure it's really hit 
me yet,” says the 36-year-old ci- 
vilian astronaut. “On a few oc- 
casions I've awakened with a 


little sensé of butterflies from 
maybe’ a realization ‘that it's 
really coming true.” 

On his first flight into space, 
Haise will spend up to 10 hours 


exploring the rugged highlands 
of the moon. He is the lunar 
module pilot of Apollo 13. He 
and astronaut James A. Lovell 


Jr. will. make man’s riskiest 
landing yet on the moon. 

Haise is a Biléxi, Miss., na- 
tive who as a youth had no in- 
tention of becoming a pilot. He 
‘wanted to be a journalist. 

But after graduating from 
Perkinston Junior College in 


Haise joined the naval air cadet 


program ‘‘because that was the 
only program I could go into ‘at 
that age and get a commission 
and become an. officer.’ 


WORRIED ABOUT FLYING 


“It began to worry me near 
the end of three or four months 


once I realized that I was ac- 


tually going to have to fly an 
airplane as part of that goal of 
getting a commission,” Haise 
said: ‘I'd never flown before in 
my life. I'd had no inclination 
toward flying prior to that 
time.” 

But Haise found that flying 
gave him “a lot of enjoyment 
jand self-satisfaction.”’

Ian Dunean thinks the 
figure, which is 2.5 per, cent 
of 12,240 high school students, 
would be somewhat higher if 
it wasn't for Ian Duncan— 
or someone else in his place. 

“I really think if there 
wasn't someone there to kéep 
control there would be chaos, 

“Tf I didn’t go around to let 
them know somebody is 
watching it would become an 
everyday occurrence.” 

He shook his head - in 
amazement as he told of one 
junior secondary girl who has 
been absent 76 days since last 
September. 

Tan Duncan's job is to 
persuade, anyone who deosn't 
want to go to school: that he 
(or she) should go to school. 

He’s “attendance coun- 
sellor’ for the Greater Vic- 
toria school board. 

In the ‘old days, he would 
have been known as “‘truant 
officer,” traditionally a comic 
strip character, the school 
equivalent of the’ dog catcher, 

But styles have changed 
--the force and. authority of 
the truant officer have been 
replaced’ by the, subtler. per- 


suasion ‘of the attendance 
counsellor. 
‘ “My role is to promote 


attendance, not so much to 
prevent truancy. 

"“T'm not going to force 
them back to school. I haven't 
got the authority. 


Won't .Be Pushed 


“You couldn’t get. to first 
base with these kids: if you 
pushed them around as an 
puthority. 

“T've’ got kids to go to

Find the Problem 


Duncan - finds out, about 
most. absentee cases through 
school records. When a- stu- - 
dent puts together a long 
string of days absent the 
principal is likely to notify a 
special counsellor at the 
school board's special educa- 
tion division, who in turn 
passes difficult cases on. to 
the attendance counsellor. 

“My~-work is actually to 
find the problem.” 

There are several reasons 
why students decide not to go 
to schools: personality. con- 
flicts with teachers, boredom, 
domestic trouble. 

Once he finds out through 
“discreet inquiries” why the 
student has dropped out he 
tries to arrange a group 
discussion of the problem 
with parents, student and 
himself. 

“Sometimes I've felt like 
walking out on a situation, 

“It's just. .-.,” he-searched 
for words “‘. . . sick. I don’t 
see how a kid can survive in 
a situation like that.” 

Working with families and 
their problems means Duncan 
must maintain contact with a 
number of agencies concerned 
with juveniles: the probation 
agency, the Family and Chil- 
dren's Service, departments 
of health and welfare and the 
juvenile-detention home. 

“I’m not concerned with 
what they’re charged with,” 
he‘said of the latter, “I’m 
just concerned: with how long 
they’re going to be there.” 

He admitted it’s sometimes 
good for a student to get out 
of school for a while if he has 
a “good home background.” 

“Youngsters today must 
have tremendous support (at 
home) or else they will fall by 
the wayside. 

“What I. feel. sorry. for..are 
the ones who haven't got the 
stability at home.”

Robert Kennedy, president, 
said B.C, Forest Service 
proposes to coat spruce seeds 
with Edrin to kill. forest mice. 

Seeds form. part ofthe diet 
of mice. , 

Edrin, a chlorinated hydro- 
carbon, is.one of the deadliest 
of poisons. 

Plans cali-for-an ait-drop of 
the poison-coated seeds in the 
Kassick River area, near the 


“Columbia,” he 


mouth of the Skeena River; 
Kennedy said. 

“Such a program is bound 
to effect one of the best 
steelhead rivers left in British 
‘said. “The 
poison’ threugh the mice will 
also Kill, other . formis | of 
wildlife;"’ 

Mice . form an ‘imporfant 
diet of owls, eagles, hawks 
and the peregrin falcon, all 
protected by law. 

Wolves, cougars and other 
animals also feed on them. 

“I've been told that the use 
of Edrin-coated seeds is only 
being ‘tried as -an’ experi- 


ment,” he said. “Does this 
mean if it is successful it will 
be applied to all other forest 
areas in B:C.?” 

Kennedy described the gov-

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WELL-ROUNDED NUDES REPLACE SQUARE POLITICS 
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Yugoslav Papers Swinging Despite Nervous Party 


By DAN MORGAN 


BELGRADE (WP) The" 
press of Yugoslavia is daz- 
zling its readers as never 
before. these days, and’ puz- 
zling those who are trying to 
chart its development in the 
years ahead. 

Last fall, it seemed to some 
that @ period of restrictions, 
even greyness, was in the 
wind. A Communist . party 
white paper criticized the 
“negative features’ in the 
mass me‘dia, complained 
about ‘the “race for sensation 
and the alarming presentation 
of eonflicts’ and roughed out 
some ‘suggestions for guiding 
the press back into “the 
forefront of the struggle for 
socialist progress in society.” 

A few months later, a new 
press law is: indeed inching 
slowly forward. But the pub- 
lishing houses wheel confi- 
dently, caught. up in an 
unprecedented commercial 
fever. Slick new illustrations, 
featuring everything from 
political news ‘to. ungarbed 
pinup girls, are hitting the 
kiosks almost every day. 


Editors Buoyant 


The ‘mood in the editorial - 


offices of Belgrade, bustling 
with ‘dynamic young editors, 
is anything but one of dread. 

“The rules of the game are 
in the process of being 
formed for a long while to 
come,”’ said one of them in 
reference to the debate on the 
press law. ‘“‘But it may be 
that. not even those rules will 
be final.” 

Few conventional rules 
seem to apply these days to 
the country’s press, which 
falls somewhere in between 
the strictly controlled organs 
of - the rest of Communist 
East Europe, and the un- 
leashed press of the Western 
democracies. Almost- every- 
body agrees that some rules 
are needed, both for the 
protection of the newspapers 
themselves and for the next 
stage of the “Yugoslav 
experiment.”’ 

The commercial boom con- 
fronts the eye at every news- 
stand. Downtown, news boys 
hawk ‘Cx Vecernje Novosti,” 
ithe afternoon tabloid which 
offers a tasty package of 
sports, light news, hobby tips 
‘and Tiffany Jones comic strip 
‘to 400,000 daily readers. The 
‘morning paper of the same 
publishing house “Borba” — 
the proud standard bearer of 
old Yugoslav Communists and 
former partisans, and now of 
the “Socialist Alliance” 
(National Front) — is on the 
brink of perishing from bank- 
ruptey, with a- puny nation- 
wide circulation of 60,000 
daily. By contrast “‘Nin,”’ the 


politial, Well-written and often 
troublesome (to the regime) 
weekly’. of - the competing 
publishing house Politika is to 
break into an expensive new 
format next week, modelled 
on Western newsmagazines. 


Sensation Selling 


Frown though the regime 
may on sensation,: newspaper 
readers in Belgrade recently 
have been following with 
fascination a real circulation 
builder — the macabre story 
of a childless Bosnian damsel 
who was accused of murder- 
ing a pregnant village 
woman, cutting, open “her 
stomach and stealing’ the 
embryo, which died, 

Perhaps even more signifi- 
cant, Belgrade papers 
week printed the story of how 
a man who confessed to 
setting off a bomb in a 
cinema, and was sentenved-to 
death, had retracted_his con- 
fession, What made the story 
remarkable was that - the 
police authorities had vigor- 
ously intervened to try to 
keep the story out of print 
but the* editors overruled 
them. 

“The next. day there was a 
hell of a row,’’ said one 
executive, ‘“‘but.we could see 
no reason to withhold publica- 
tion or anything to justify the 
secrecy label on the story.” 

It is this sort .of incident 
which illustrates. why . the 
press and. state are. still 
looking for the right political 
specific gravity. ° 


Leaders Paved Way 


The complex development 
now underway in the publish- 
ing field is the end product of 
decisions taken at the highest 
level years ago by the 
Communist leadership, The 
most important of these was 
to. include the publishing 
houses in the country’s model 
of a socialist ‘Market 


economy,” in which the 
country’s business enter- 
prises were made self- 
managing and, to a_ large 


degree, self-reliant. 
Newspapers and magazines 
were acknowledged. to have a 
special function and to be a 
public trust. In that respect, 
the newspaper plants differ 
from-shoe factories and steel 
works. But the regime of 
President. Tito nevertheless 
committed itself. to a free 
press on grounds that criti- 
cism and_a fairly unrestricted 
flow of information was es- 


sential in the system of 
economic. self-management. 
The papers’. sponsors re- 


tained the right to hire and 
fire chief editors, but decision 
making, at least in theory, 


e 


Bassoon Sass Ss SSS 
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was put in the -hands of the 
workers’ councils of the 
enterprisers. Subsidies were 
retained for a number of 
papers, particularly those in 
outlying regions. 

Serious papers, such as the 
satirical weekly “Jez’’ began 
casting around for new reve- 
nue sourees and found one by 
establishing a light weekly, 
mixing .sex and fashions, 
“Alled Ci.”’ It has now grown 
to a circulation of 300,000—10 
times that of the parent 
paper. Forced to sink or 
swim, without the mixed 
blessing of guaranteed sub- 
sidies indefinitely, many pub- 
lishing houses chose to swim 
by appealing more to readers’

on. such ‘‘advisory’’ boards. 


The idea, according to a 
federal official, would be to 
“insure that the papers are 
oriented along the lines of the 
political intentions of . this 
country.” 


Potential Danger 


Publishers and others are 
aware of the potential 
dangers. ° 

Editors worry that . “re- 
sponsibility” (the code word 
for obeisance to the party 
line) will replace good 
journalism. 

Those connected with the 
writing of the new law

interests and _ tastes, by 
diversifying and boosting cir- 
culation and revenues. 

With commercial. success 
came, logically, stronger and 
more independent papers. 

The regime’s belated efforts 
to define the role of the press, 
and assert a measure of 
guidance over it, is similar to 
its bigger problem of keéping 
hold of the dynamic processes 
of decentralization underway 
at all levels of the economy. 

“The ‘trend in the leader- 
ship is not to more restrictive 
policies,” said an editor. “‘It 
wants -a press which is 
critical but also soundly in- 
corporated into the socialist 
system rather than standing. 
outside of it. Some adjust- 
ments will be made. But we 
are not going back. We will 
not have the party running 
ouF papers. Only we can do 
that. We are aware of the 
criticism from. some _ sides 
that some publishing enter- 
prises are becoming monopo- 
lies. But we turn the argu- 
ment around and say that a 
party monopoly on informa- 
tion would be just as wrong. 
Who is to say that a member 
of the--central .committee 
knows better what’s good for 
the country than a _ chief 
editor?” 

The new press law now 
taking shape-is aimed at a 
compromise. It is expected to 
establish new “editorial coun- 
cils”.for each paper, made up 
of mixed citizens’ commis- 
sions named by the papers 
themselves. Obviously, every-

respond that “‘we have only 
one way to spread the party- 
line in the kind of society we 
are developing, and that is by 
correctly explaining it.’’ 


What some ask, if the 
advisory. editorial councils’ 
concept of a paper conflicts 
with the concept desired by 
the readership? The _ con- 
sequences of. a duller press 
would be ‘circulation losses, 
and loss of jobs for workers. 
And under the Tito system, 


the workers’ councils are 
supposed to decide these 
questions. “ 

Others wonder whether the 
concept of “guidance of a, 
similar kind in the shoe 


factories and oil réfineries, 
results in interference with 
plant managers.”’ 

Leading Belgrade editors 
are not against some guid- 
ance. At present there is al- 
most no institutionalized sys- 
tem for channeling party 
views down to the newspa- 
pers, though they get the 
message through individual 
‘contacts with the leadership. 

“T have no problems on this 


score,’ said one editor. ‘‘Of 
course we have some-of the 
old-fashioned people calling us 
to complain about the way the 
paper looks. But they have no 
real power. I set the phone 
down, go on with-my work 
and hang up when they're 
finished” 

Judging by the -uniformity 
of the Yugoslav press on most 


important. political questions, 


the message gets through, 
although the old ways of pre- 
censorship and rationing 
newsprint have long ago been 
abandoned. 

“Our censorship is in our 
hands,” said one journalist 
who was reprimanded by his 
editor several yéars ago for 
adopting a pro-Israeli stand in 
the wake of the Middle East 
War. s 

In return for accepting the 
editérial councils, the editors 
speak of a more open policy 
of information, and, perhaps, 
doing away with criminal 
penalties against ‘individuals 
who misinterpret the party 
Position. 

But the market will con- 
tinue to be a big factor in 
how the press develops. 


In its report on the press, 


the party commission spoke 
of the formation of informa- 
tion “monopolies,” —clearly 
meaning the country’s three 
biggest publishing houses, 
Politika and Borba in Bel- 
grade, and Vjesnik in Zagreb. 

Rail. though it may against 
these growing semi-private 
empires, the regime has no 
alternative to them except 
substituting their revenues 
with government subsidies, 
which it can ill afford. 


Mass Media New 


Though Yugoslavia still has 


20 per cent illiteracy, and | 


though mass communication 
is relatively new to it, the 
public has a_ capacity for 
absorbing new publications 
that has amazed publishing 
officials. in Belgrade, Zagreb 
and elsewhere. 


New publishing houses have | 


sprung up which cater un- 
abashedly and exclusively to 


- the public’s craving for the 


prurient and the porno- 


graphic. 
This has led ‘some writers 


on serious: journals to “com- 
plain, that the only pornog- 
raphy the regime.objects to is 
political pornography. 

The wealth of reading 
material available is certainly 
a major element in the fading 
‘fortunes of such staunch but 
duller papers as ‘‘Borba,"’ but 
this is litthe comfort to the 
regime as it gropes for a new 
way of maintaining a voice 
and keeping ‘‘excesses’’ in 
check. 


Healthy on Balance 


Nevertheless, many re- 
sponsible officials think the 
commercial wave’ is a healthy 
thing, on balance. 

With the decentralization of 
Yugoslav political and eco- 


~ nomic life have come signs of 


"grass roots newspaper 
democracy. Novi. Sad, 75 
miles from here, now has @ 
paper which is aimed solely 
at small private enterprisers. 
And there are now 400 to 500 
factory house organs many of 
which have begun to cover 
community news and give 
Yugoslavia the makings of its 
first local press. 

“People needed a more 
attractive press,” said Stevan 
Marjanovic of the Yugoslav 
Institute* of Journalism.

Prof. Knapper, who has done 
extensive research into mass 
media, said “it-is lamentable 
that, with a few distinguished 
exceptions, newspapers across 
the country carry nof-lodal 
news in a form which is a 
word-for-word replica of the 
original CP dispatch.”’ 


He said there is an ‘almost 
incredible reliance” by Cana- 
dian radio, television and news- 
{papers on CP, the news-distribu- 
tion co-operative’ operated by 
the country’s daily newspapers. 


Because of ‘the reliance on 
CP, treatment of non-local 
events is unlikely to be im- 
proved -by competing -news- 
papers in a particular region. 


NO NATIONAL PAPER 


This problem is linked to the 
fact. that Canada is not served 
by a newspaper with a national 
circulation. Readers <therefore 
have to depend ‘on local. media 
for non-local news. 


Prof. Knapper said that diver- 
sity in the communications in- 
dustry should be encouraged. 
[This means the expansion of the 
+news-gathering function of CP 
and the CBC as national agen- 
| cies, 

Newspapers should be urged 
to employ more correspondents 
outside their local area. Preven- 
tion of formation of huge media 
chains should be. encouraged. 
Some means are required to see 
that editors and journalists are 
free from editorial interference 
from publishers. 


“While the existence of chains 
does not in itself lead to the sti- 
fling of diversity, the prepond- 
erance of groupings in the com- 
munications industry means 
that stringent safeguards will 
increasingly pe necessary to 
protect the rights of free ex- 
pression for the journalist and 
editor."’

Some Tips on Growing Magnolias

This magnolia seldom suffers frost damage in spring. In 
the early stages of its development the buds are protected 
. by a tough hairy calyx and not until milder temperatures

Monday has been 
given by the Construction 
Labor’ Relations Association, 
representing about 600 con- 
tractors across the province. 

CLRA said its unprecedent 
move is spurred by ‘exhorbi- 
tant.union wage demands and 
charged that the construction 
unions are “not prepared to 
bargain seriously.” 

A» spokesman for CLRA 
said contractors are “fed upa 
to the teeth’’ with wildcat 
strikes, work interruptions 
and the “whipsawing of one 
segment of the industry 
against another’ and are 


“determined to bring order to 
chaos,” 

Staley said he is upset at 
the move, and -other labor 
leaders said they are sur- 
prised, although the B.C. and 
Yukon Building Trades Coun- 
cil had been briefed Monday 
on what contractors planned 
to do. 

“Tn my. opinion this is a bit 
irresponsible,” Staley said. ‘I 
don’t think they can settle a 
dispute by spreading it to the 
entire industry.” 

He said only the Teamsters 
Union, out, of the seven 
named, have “a legitimate 
dispute, with employers. These 
are the drivers of cement 
trucks involved with Ocean 
Cement and Lafarge on the 
lower mainland. 


‘Not in Legal Position’ 


“They may. be- able to lock 
these people out legally. Are 
they going to lock out the 
carpenters, the plumbers, the 
électricians? They are not in 
a legal position to do. this,”’ 
Stalaysaid. 

He said there are contracts 
in effect ‘with the unions, 
although, negotiations for new 
agreements afe ‘in progress, 
with at least two near settle- 
ment. 

An Amalgamated ~Construc- 


tion Association | spokesman 
said the machinists, iron ~ 
workers and_ boilermakers 


also are nearing settlement. 
A lockout could seriously 
disrupt these negotiations, 


Staley said, perhaps placing 
agreements in jeopardy. 

“Last year everyone 
thought this was going to be 
the year of the big explosion 
in the construction trades, in. 
the pulp mills, in the IWA,” 


Staley said. 
He said unionists had gone 
into negotiations - ‘this year 


witha great sense of respon- 
sibility to their unions and to 
the people of B.C. to try to 
forestall a massive confronta- 
tion. 

“For the contractors to 
tak> this move now at this 


. stage is completely irrespon- 


sible. It is amazing to me 
that the contractors could

New legislation covering 
food packaging and labelling 
is in the works at Ottawa, but 
no amount of law-making can 
equal the shopper’s Golden 
Rule: ‘‘Don’t hand over your 
dotar “until you get-what you 
want.’ 

That was the message that 
strengthened the morale of 
some 250 women and a 
scattering of men—three

WASHINGTON (CP) — The U.S. state depart- 
ment rejected today the idea expressed in _proposed 


new Canadian Arctic legislation saying: 


“The U.S. 


does not. reeognize any exercise .of, a coastal state's 
jurisdiction over our vessels on the high seas.” 


State department spokesman Robert McCloskey 
added that the United States “does not recognize the” 
right of any state unilaterally to establish a territorial 
sea of more than three miles or exercise more limited 
jurisdiction in any area beyond 12 miles. 


“Therefore,” he added, ‘we 
regret the. introduction of this 
‘egislation by the Canadian 
government which ... consti- 
tutes a unilateral approach to 
a problem we believe’ should 
be resolved by co-operative 
international action.”

It’s being sug- 
gested. that the Manhattan 
could conceivably turn around 
and head back to a U.S. port 
in view. pf the Canadian 
initiative. 

If. this happened—it pre- 
sumably would be at the 
instigation of the U.S. govern- 
ment. If the vessel proceeds 
into the Arctic, it may be a 
tipoff that Washington will 
continue trying to avoid a 
direct. clash with Canada on 
the sovereignty issue. 

Officials here —insist__that 
only one of the two- bills given 
first reading Wednesday in- 
volves directly an assertion of 
Canadian sovereignty, though 
Canada continues to maintain 
its claim to sovereignty over 
the entire Arctic region. 

The bill in question is an 
amendment to the Territorial 
Sea and Fishing Zones Act of 
1964, and extends Canadian 
territorial waters to 12 miles 
from the nearest coast. Until 
now, Canada’ has claimed a 
three-mile territorial sea, 
with an additional nine miles 
reserved for fishing purposes 
to Canadians. 

NOT PRECEDENT 

The U.S. follows the same 
three-plus-nine principle. Fifty- 
seven other countries, how- 
ever, claim a. territorial sea 


. of 12 miles or more. 


One important effect of the 
change introduced Wednesday 
would be formally to proclaim 
Canadian control over Barrow 
Strait, a key channel on the 
eastern side of the Northwest 
Passage. 

Canada would grant foreign 
vessels innocent passage 
through the strait — as 
through all its territorial seas 
— but would reserve the right 
of inspection to see that any 


given. voyage is, in fact, 
innocent. ‘ 
This means, in the context 


of the government's current 
main preoccupation, the right 
to see that. the vessel con- 
cerned is adequately equipped 
with pollution-safety devices.

Negro MP Favors 
Anti-Hate Bill

OTTAWA — The Commons 
continued its debate on the 
government’s . anti-hate bill 
today but a dramatic speech 
by Parliament's lone Negro 
member earlier will likely 
remain the highlight. 

Conservative Lincoln Alex- 
ander, formidable debater 
from Hamilton West, is 
among other things, an ex- 
tremely popular member of 
his party. 

In clearly the most moving 
speech so, far in the debate, 
he told his ‘collea, he 
wants to see the bill become 
law.
